2. SPOKESMAN FOR ANGOLA COMITE, LONG A LEADING BACKER OF THE 
MPLA, SAYS THAT BVO IS COMPOSED OF PEOOPLE WHO SUPPORT CHINA 
THROUGH THICK AND THIN. "WE HAVE THE GREATEST CONTEMPT FOR CHINA 
BECAUSE IT IS RESPONSIBLE FOR THE SITUATION IN ANGOLA. THE 
CHINESE GAVE NEORMOUS SUPPORT TO THE FNLA WHEN THE PORTUGUESE 
FELL. WE SUPPORT THE MPLA BECAUSE IT IS A PEOPLE'S MOVEMENT, 

NOT BECAUSE IT IS SUPPORTED BY RUSSIA." 
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
